There is, unfortunately, not sufficient 


space to give in this column full si*' 
working drawings for the carpentry 
part of this undertaking, but the box 
can easily be made by any one who is 
tolerably skillful at the bench, and the 
arrangement of the roof is sufficiently 
indicated by the sketch- The columns 
at the side will be applied after the 
box is complete, as will ah>o the 
turnery and cut through work above. 
The top of the kennel might, if de- 
fcin-d, be covered with felt, which is 
often seen on such things, but if the 
Joints were securely filled with putty 
the roof -would probably be watertight 
without any other addition. The color 
of the kennel might be of green or lead 
color. 
This will depend, however, 


largely upon the tint of the fence or 
wall near which it is to be placed. The 
sides of the kennel are composed of a 
number of strips of match boarding 
not quite so substantial as the pieces 
in use for the front and the roof. A 
ring or htaple to which the chain «f 
the dog can be attached is not shown 
because with a kennel of this size— 
and, although it could be mado in vari- 
ous dimensions, it is hardly ever llkelj 
to lie large enough to be of great 
weight—it i<i useless to attach the ani 
rnal to its habitation, since a little ex- 
tra vigor exerted will result in the 
kennel being dragged about, the gar- 
den damaged and the dog practically 
at liberty. A staple or long iron --crew, 
like those used,for tennis nets, should 
be driven into the ground in fiont of 
the kennel, and the chain of the dog 
could then be attached to this.

When the lotion has been used, sprin- 


kle over the tops of the feet and be- 
tween the toes fine powder. This will 
be found almost as effectual as the 
lotion in the way of allaying smarting 
and irritation. It Is quite natural that 
the skin which is between the toes 
should blister and chafe. 


Immediately after the bath it is an 


excellent idea to massage the feet and 
ankles and even the legs as far as the 
knees. There is one important move- 
ment in stimulating the circulation in 
the feet, and this is to press the tips of 
the hands and the fingers flat against 
the calf of the leg and with one stroke 
rub to the very tips of the toes. Have 
some one do this to your feet when 
you feel unusually tired, and you will 
be astonished at the relief that comes 
almost immediately. 


A change of shoes Is one of the best 


remedies for tired feet. 
Fresh, stock- 


ings, of course, would be worn, and if 
after you have given the feet a caretul 
treatment you are particular about the 
way you draw on tho Lose—that is, do 
not rub off all the powder which was 
put on for the purpose of soothing the 
skin and drying up any moisture which 
may form—the chances are that the 
feet will feel decidedly comfortable. 


More powder dusted into the shoes

Butter has been very high, and so are 


Cow-s and beef. Then- are other cause.-- 
evidently besides the cost of grain that 
have kept the prices of butter at such 
unusual iigures during a time uf yeai 
when they are pretty apt to go the 
other way. 


Cows may not have done as well 


since last fall as in most -seasons, from 
various causes, and this would to some 
extent account for the diminished yield 
of butter and higher prices. 


There is undoubtedly much change 


being made in some parts of the coun- 
try, particularly in the west, Iron) dai- 
rying to beef raising. While this might 
not reduce the number of cows kept, it 
would naturally tend to a less produc- 
tion of butter than where strictly dairy 
breeds of cows are kept. 


Again, on account of the short crop 


of corn raised and also of hay in some 
parts of the country, it is probable th.'.t 
some of the poorer cows were disposed 
of at the commencement of winter. 
thus reducing the number to some ex- 
tent. 


The increasing amount of milk anil 


cream that is continually being called 
for by people in the cities nnd huge 
villages, necessitating the extending of 
the routes for their collection farther 
and farther into the country, is also a 
fact that should not be overlooked in 
this matter of demand and Mipply.
